& special medical examination at the Soviet Citizenst Polyclinic at 918 Avenue 
Joffre, Shanghal, to see if they are physically fit for military service; and 
(2) to take special pre-selective service courses, which will be directed by - 
Captain Tarasov, at the Soviet Club, 50 Route Pershing, Shanzhai. 


3- All Soviet citizens in the Shanghe4-Nanking area who are unfit for military 


service will have to pay a “military tax". All those who complete their mile 
itary duty in the USSR will have a right to return to China. 
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
